A PROCLAMATION, 


WHEREAS by a Proclamation of Queen ANN, iffued the eighteenth Day of 
June, One Thoufand feven Hundred and Four; and alfo by an Act of 
Parliament of the Sixth Year of her faid Majefty's Reign, the Rates 
and Value of feveral Foreign Silver Coins, as they fhould pafs, and 
be received in her Majefty's Colonies and Plantations in America are 
fixed, and therein enumerated and particularly fpecified; but there 
being fcarce any of the faid fpecified Coins now, or likely to be 
current, or paffing in this Province: And forafmuch as it is immediately 
neceffary for his Majesty's Service, and for a regular and certain 
Diftribution of Juftice to, and among His MAJESTY'S Subjects within 
this Province; that the Foreign Coins of Silver and Gold now current 
and paffing in this Province, fhould be regulated, fixed and fpecified 
in Conformity and Proportion to the’ aforefaid Proclamation and Act of 
Parliament: 


I HAVE THEREFORE. THOUGHT FIT, by and with the Advice of His MAJESTY's 
COUNCIL, to iffue this Proclamation, in order to prevent any Delay in 
His MAJESTY's Service, and Difputes among his Subjects of this Province, 
hereby ordering, directing and declaring that Foreign coined Silver and 
Gold current within this Province, fhall be paid and received at the 
following Rates (Silver at the Rate of fix Shillings and eight Pence 
per Ounce,) viz. Spanifh Milled Dollars of full Weight at fix Shillings; 
the half and quarter and other lefs Pieces of the fame Coin, in the fame 
Proportion; a Piftol of Spanifh Gold Coin, Weight four Penny-Weight, 
eight Grains, at Twenty-two Shillings; a double Johannes or Gold 
Portugal Coin, of the Value of Three pounds twelve Shillings Sterling, 
Weight Eighteen-penny+-weight, Ten Grains, at Four pounds fixteen 
Shillings; a fingle Johannes of the Value of Thirty fix Shillings 
Sterling, Weight Nine penny-weight five Grains, at Forty-eight 
fhillings; a Moidore, Weight fix penny Weight, Twenty two Grains, 
at Thirty fix fhillings. And this Regulation to take Effect immedi- 
ately, and to continue 'till his Majesty's Royal Pleafure fhall be 
fignified touching and concerning the Premifes. 

Of which all Perfons concerned are hereby required to take Notice 
and to govern themfelves accordingly.

The fact that the Guide- 
book illustrates it means either that Gilbody had it 
photographed or that the piece earlier appeared in one of 
the old Chapman sales prior to 1921; I have not been able 
to locate it in one of these as yet because of lack of 
access to a complete file of these rare catalogues. 

B. G. Johnson handled most of the early Brand material. 
All 6 specimens of this type are casts including the 
Sticknew, Norweb, Dr. Miller, Garrett and K. Adams coins 
together with this one. Only 4800 were made (100 lbs. 
copper at 48 to the lb.) The one under discussion is one 
of the two finest, inasmuch as inscriptions and date are 
plain."

I am sure I should take more time to go over the New 
Hampshire cent situation which you presented in your 

last letter, but just now we are in the midst of putting 
together a new Red Book plus several other projects which 
are taking up all of my time. 


I would like to retain the photograph and spend some more 
time with it in the future when I get a chance. My first 
comment would be that the die work on this new piece looks 
very much like that of C. Willis Betts. I have photographs 
of all of his dies and "coins" which are in the ANS and can 
see a remarkable resemblance. Is there any chance that this 
piece has been over-struck on another coin? 


The laws for coinage in New Hampshire were unique and very 
unconfining. Anyone could make coins as long as they con- 
formed to the specified weight. I do not doubt but what 
William Moulton, and perhaps others, struck pieces that were 
used legitimately within the state. I agree with you that it 
would not be very New England-like to place one's name or 
initials on these coins and that the workmanship does not 


look like that of the Moulton. I further agree with 
you that this whole situation/can stand a lot of thought and 
investigation.

Dear Mr. Oechsner: 


I ammost appreciative of your kindness in submitting the 
New Hampshire pieces for study. You asked for an opinion on 
the unique piece. I am returning both herewith, along with 
pictures for your file. The cast piece is lovely and almost 
identical in characteristics and color to the piece in the 
writer's collection. Yours weighs 120g grains with specific 
gravity 8.3. Breen's calculation of the number made is not 
uite right as the legal weight was 130 greins each with 
23.85 weighing one pound or 5385 pieces authorized. They were 
not British $d weight as Walter indicates. 


Now as to the W.'. piece. I am sorry to say our opinion 
is going to cast doubt om the piece. It weighs 73g grains, 
specific gravity ©.9, approximate diameter of a halfpence, 
struck not cast. 


1. The weight of this piece is so much below the statu- 
tory weight it would be unacceptable for cirgulation 
as a halfpence. 


2. The workmanship is far below the engraving ability 
of WilliamMoulton, as known in silverware, etc. 


3. The initials W.M. are so large they would be un- 
acceptable to the New Hampshire authorities, since 
they are as large as the N.H. 


Lh. The drawing in the New Hampshire records does not 
have any indication of New Hampshire being on the 
coin and thus limiting their use. 


Points #2 and #3 are equally applicable to the other 
three unique N.H. pieces, all of which are subject to similar 
suspicion. Moulton would not strike one piece, engrave 
another, and cast another if he were submitting patterns. He 
had no striking equipment if the regular cast New Hampshire 
pieces were the regular issue. No one else submitted coin 
patterns. Incidentally, the peculiar roots are a copy of the 
1652 Pine Tree style. The normal 1776 piece has no roots.

Dear Dick: 


You asked my opinion concerning the 1776 New Hampshire 
piece in coppercontaining a tree and the date 1776 on one side 
and AMERICA LIBERTY around the border and WM in the center on 
the other side. The piece weighs 1h24 grains and has a specific 
gravity of 9.2. 


It is one of the several different types of New Hamp- 
shire pieces which have been floating around for about 100 
years. I have seen a@ half cent weighing 73% grains which was 
@ struck piece and I have seen some of the other so-called 
Hew Hanpshire pieces, 


Those which contain the initials WM relate to the 
provisions in the New Hampshire Records authorizing William 
Moulton to make coppers for New Hampshire. William Moulton 
was an expert silversmith whose hallmarks and workmanship 
ere well known. I do not think it is possible for him to 
have submitted or made a piece with his initials in enormous 
size, crudely cut in the center, and such crudely drawn figures 
and letters in the other parts of the coin. I have a photoe- 
graph of another piece of the same general style as this one, 


The drawing in the New Hampshire Records is specific 
as to what is wanted and this coin does not follow the draw- 
ing. Since even the initials of New Hampshire are omitted 
in the drawing I am sure no one would permit initials as 
large as WM to be used. I would guess that this is a rolled 
or struck piece from very crude home-made dies of the type 
which Betts would have made, In my opinion the piece is 
completely false. 


This coin has the most peculiar appearance on the 
edge as if it were made up of three separate thin pieces 
pressed together. This is possible if the coin was produced

by a rolled die. It does not seem cast and its specific 
gravity would indicate it was not cast. 


The basis of my opinion above is generally as stated 
and it is not the type of opinion which I like to give because 
it is not positive in proof but since T have seen so many 
different types of New Hampshire pieces I cannot but feel 
that there is other than devilment in the background of this 
one too.

Dear Eric: 


Thanks for the letter. Glad to finally hear that you have the wide G, 
and that it's safe. What do you think of that piece? Do you have any 
further ideas on the sequence of striking? The private session of the 
forgery congress was just for Calico, Bourgey and Rothert, to set up an 
agenda for the public meeting. Nothing of any real consequence took 
place, and you'll read all about it in the papers. Russ Roulau (2) of 
Goin World taped it. If you want it verbatim, you might ask them to 
send you a complete transcript, or, lend you the tape. I was not shown 
the N.H. piece as expected, because it was out being photographed. I 
was promised a print as soon as they're done, and will forward it to 
you. I was confused about the reeded edge. It seems that this same 
party has an electro of another piece, and the electro has the reeded 
edge! In "PAUL REVERE'S ENGRAVINGS" by Brigham, he quotes various records 
where Revere, as well as Hurd, etc. submitted invoices for engraving 
paper money plates, and some records show that these invoices were paid. 
I was wondering if the N.H. archives might not contain similar records 
regarding Moulton. If he was paid, or, submitted bills, something might 
exist that he really made.

I would like to digress somewhat from our recent 
correspondence and the problems related thereto.

I feel guilty about writing to you out of 4 "clear blue sky” when you 
have never even heurd of me but I have somewhat of a mystery and you have 
been recommended by Mr, Richard Picker of N.Y. and Mr. T.V. Buttrey of Ann 
Arbor, Mich. as being interested in this type material. 


I have a 1776 New Hampshire "WM" copper token as pictured on page 22 
of the "RED Book" except in better condition and with different planchet 
defects than the one pictured. My first attempt to get some information 
was to write to Mr. Frank Washburn of Copley Coin in Boston, He held the 
coin for 4 number of months and the final outcome was that Breen & Ford 
seemed to think that it was *not a genuine piece”, but thet he had known 
Breen & Ford to be wrong more than once. I next contacted Mr. Picker and 
he knew of my piece and felt "that this is 4 fantasy piece, made sometime 
in the middle 1800s.

We have studied your Crosby Plate VI #3 New Hampshire copper. It weighs 
150% grains and has an 8.36 specific gravity. Your piece has multiple raised 
casting defects under the left foliage of the tree. It was owned by Clinton Putnam 
of Warner, N. H. who sold it to Dr. John Miller of Laconia, N. H. It was an Ber. 
Miller's possession in 1957. It was illustrated as item #121 in Taxay's Encyclo- 
pedia in 1970. In 1977 it was listed by NASCA as part of the Matthew Bryan Col- 
lection Sale, being lot #57 and illustrated. It then belonged to Malcolm Chell- 
Frost and was bought back by him. We would like to know from whom you bought it 
to add to the pedigree. The undated newspaper article and the description in the 
NASCA sale report it as the Newcomer-Green example. This is not accurate because 
the Newcomerinventory does not describe this example. In addition, we happen to 
own the Newcomer-Green example which traces back to #900 in the 1/25/18 Elder Sale 
of the B. C. Bartlett Collection where it is illustrated. 


Only the Stickney example (sold 6/25/07 lot 112 and illustrated in the Standard 
Catalog) was known to Dickeson (1859) and to Crosby (1873), but others began to 
show up. Stickney says his was unique in the American Journal of Numismatics Vol. 
3, p. 36 (1868). The Garrett Collection on October 1, 1980 sold its 154.9 grain 
example as lot #1323 which was supposedly Stickney, but its condition was better 
than Stickney. A 151 grain example in the Herman Collection #138 was sold by Scott 
on June 26, 1893. I cannot determine whether the Elder Sale of lot #14(b) on 
September 30, 1905 from the Barker Collection is the same piece. Another example was 
sold in the Parmelee Sale as lot 361 in 1890 and is in the Norweb Collection. 
Another example illustrated in the Red Book is traced to John Gilbody - to Harold 
Whiteneck via Mayflower Coin Co. to Herbert Oechsner in 1957. A piece was attri- 
buted to K, Adams ownership in 1963. 


Horace Brand about 1955 claimed to own a piece, but it had a triangle 
cut on the reverse. This may have been a harp which looked like a triangle and 
such a harp is on a forgery of a different style. 


I also have a forgery dated 1777 of the same general style as Crosby 
Plate VI #3, except for the date and cruder letters. 


As you can conclude from the foregoing, there are about six pieces of 
the type of yours known. They have always been recognized as casts from their 
weakness, texture and specific gravity. Those I have seen are the same quality.

Casting in 1776 was a fairly well developed technique, It was usually 
done in sand. The mold could be plaster or a transfer in plaster from a plaster 
negative. The port for pouring was either at the edge or in the field under the 
left side of the tree. Shrinkage in copper casting was due to some adulteration 
of the copper. 


If any N. H. pieces are genuine, then yours is, I am of the opinion 
that your piece is genuine, but there will always be a doubt as to whether any 
N. H. pieces are genuine. If they are forgeries, your variety was made before 
1859 when Dickeson illustrated it. 

We have given this subject an extensive review. Kenneth Bressett and 
Richard Picker gave us the facts they knew and we appreciate it. We were glad 
to restudy our old file on the subject of N. H. 

We hope we have been helpful and that you will send the coin to ANACS 
with a copy of this opinion. The coin is returned to Richard Picker as was under-

Miller's possession in 1957, It was illustrated as item #121 in Taxay's Encyclo- 
pedia in 1970. In 1977 it was listed by NASCA as part of the Matthew Bryan Col- 
lection Sale, being lot #57 and illustrated. It then belonged to Malcolm Chell- 
Frost and was bought back by him. We would like to know from whom you bought it 
to add to the pedigree. The undated newspaper article and the description in the 
NASCA sale report it as the Newcomer-Green example. This is not accurate because 
the Newcomerinventory does not describe this example. In addition, we happen to 
own the Newcomer-Green example which traces back to #900 in the 1/25/18 Elder Sale 
of the B. C. Bartlett. Collection where it is illustrated. 


Only the Stickney example (sold 6/25/07 lot 112 and illustrated in the Standard 
Catalog) was known to Dickeson (1859) and to Crosby (1873), but others began to 
show up. Stickney says his was unique in the American Journal of Numismatics Vol. 
3, p. 36 (1868). The Garrett Collection on October 1, 1980 sold its 154.9 grain 
example as lot #1323 which was supposedly Stickney, but its condition was better 
than Stickney. A 151 grain example in the Herman Collection #138 was sold by Scott 
on June 26, 1893. I cannot determine whether the Elder Sale of lot #14(b) on 
September 30, 1905 from the Barker Collection is the same piece. Another example was 
sold in the Parmelee Sale as lot 361 in 1890 and is in the Norweb Collection. 
Another example illustrated in the Red Book is traced to John Gilbody - to Harold 
Whiteneck via Mayflower Coin Co. to Herbert Oechsner in 1957. A piece was attri- 
buted to K, Adams ownership in 1963. 


Horace Brand about 1955 claimed to own a piece, but it had a triangle 
cut on the reverse. This may have been a harp which looked like a triangle and 
such a harp is on a forgery of a different style. 


I also have a forgery dated 1777 of the same general style as Crosby 
Plate VI #3, except for the date and cruder letters. 


As you can conclude from the foregoing, there are about six pieces of 
the type of yours known, They have always been recognized as casts from their 
weakness, texture and specific gravity. Those I have seen are the same quality.

Casting in 1776 was a fairly well developed technique. It was usually 
done in sand. The mold could be plaster or a transfer in plaster from a plaster 
negative. The port for pouring was either at the edge or in the field under the 
left side of the tree. Shrinkage in copper casting was due to some adulteration 
of the copper. 


If any N. H. pieces are genuine, then yours is. I am of the opinion 
that your piece is genuine, but there will always be a doubt as to whether any 
N. H. pieces are genuine. If they are forgeries, your variety was made before 
1859 when Dickeson illustrated it. 

We have given this subject an extensive review. Kenneth Bressett and 
Richard Picker gave us the facts they knew and we appreciate it. We were glad 
to restudy our old file on the subject of N. H. 

We hope we have been helpful and that you will send the coin to ANACS 
with a copy of this opinion. The coin is returned to Richard Picker as was under- 
stood,

I am in receipt of the return of the TD Indian Arm Bracelette and two 
NE 3d Dangles. Also, your two communications dated January 21. 


Now that I have the silver items before me again for the first time in 
almost thirteen years I really have difficulty accepting that they have 
not been authenticated, or at least, given a maybe or probably. The 

beauty of the three items is almost overwhelming to me and I had forgotten 
how exciting they are. It makes me wish that while they were at it, the 
Boston Museum fascility would have gone as deep as they needed to to get 

a thonough reading. Had they, I am sure things would have been different. 
But, even then, the seriffs on the T and D that are "lacking" present a 
problem, but I don't think negates the silver entirely of itself. 


However, now that we've reached this point, I guess I will just go ahead 
and try to recoup some of my money. FI can do it to my satisfaction I will, 
of course, donate one of the pieces (whichever might be left) to your 
society. But, if it takes the entire unit to do it, then I will have no 
choice but to do what I have to to recover that loss. 


With regards to the New Hampshire “coin,” again I am hard to convince. That 
is no doubt, in my fairly knowledgeable opinion, a two hundred year old piece 
of copper. If it isn't of New Hampshire or William Melton as you seem to feel, 
then it is of other origins. Perhaps a prototype pattern from elsewhere. 
Whatever, it'll take real convincing for someone to convince me_it was only 
recently produced, 


Anyway, I have in fact, not $10 thousand in it, but rather closer to #12 
thousand. However, it was as gold, diamonds, etc. with no receipts. May sound 
"fishy" to you, but true none-the-less. I can still give you the telephone 
number of the seller, if you wish, and would be more than willing to do so. 
I did not know him before the transaction nor have I seen him since. But, he 
is varifyable and I just plain think this was no intentional fraud. It may 
be, but the coin looks so probable I choose not to think so at this time. 
And, you stated Maurice Gould discovered this type and made copies. I wonder 
what the background is on the piece he discovered and if he was honorable, 
And, how one tells the difference between the original and his copies. 
Hopefully, we'll have good reason to be in touch sometime in the future.

THE TAXAY PLATE COIN 


Pine Tree, AMERICAN LIBERTY around/Harp with date, 1776, 
beneath. The Taxay plate coin (Comprehensive Cat. and Encl. of 
U.S. Coins, Scott, 1970), Plate 11, No. 121. Reported to be Ex 
Col. Green and Dr. Miller. 

Taxay states that although the State of New Hampshire au- 
thorized a copper coinage on June 28, 1776, the project does not 
seem to have materialized. A.number of pieces, presumably 
patterns, exist, and are cast rather than struck; since these have 
turned up in accumulations as well as collections, there seems to 
be no reason to doubt their genuiness. 

Crosby (Early Coins of America, 1875) said: ‘In Force's ‘Ameri- 
can Archives’ we find that in the New Hampshire House of 
Representatives, it was, on the 28th of June, 1776, ‘Voted, That 
the Treasurer of this Colony received into the Treasury, in 
exchange for the Paper Bills of this Colony, any quantity of 
Copper Coin, made in this Colony, of the weight of five pen- 
nyweight and ten grains (8.42 grams) each, to the amount of any 
sum not exceeding £1,000 lawful money; three of which Coppers 
shall be received and paid for two pence, lawful money, in all 
payments; which copper shall have the following device, viz: A 
Pine Tree, with the word American liberty on one side, and a 
harp and the figures 1776 on the other side.’ A copper coin in the 
collection of Mathew A. Stickney, Esq., corresponds with the 
description given in this note, but exceeds the weight there 
specified, as this, though much worn, weighs 155 grains.”’ 
The weight of the present coin is 9.735 grams (150.2 grains) and it 
is identical in design to the Stickney coin photographed in Plate 
V1., No. 3in Crosby. Date barely visible. Uniform charcoal olive. 
Identifiable by means of a lump of metal just left of tree near 
center of obv. 

Excessively rare not only as a Type but as a numismatic 
memento of the early state coinage of New Hampshire.

Struck so that there are about 80% of obv. details and approxi- 
mately the same amount of rev. details (excluding date) brought 
up on the flan. File marks both sides indicate an apparent 
attempt to adjust planchet weight and flatness, with the latter 
effort unsuccessful because the planchet did not fit properly 
between dies; the result was an uneven impression. Whatever its 
faults, this is an extraordinary piece exceeding anything by far 
that has been offered at public auction for more than 30 years 
and which might quite conceivably never be offered again.
